A  tax  of  200  dinars  has  been  as¬ 
sessed  on  parcels  received  in  Yu¬ 
goslavia;  but  the  churches  are  will¬ 
ing  to  pay  the  tax  if  only  they 
can  receive  the  clothing  and  other 
things  for  distribution.  “But  we  are 
reminded,’’  Dr.  Sadler  continued, 
“that  the  tax  must  be  paid  on  the 
small  box  of  five  to  six  pounds  as 
well  as  the  larger  box  of  the  maxi¬ 
mum  limit.” 

Clothing,  yard  goods,  and  food 
are  the  most  acceptable  gifts.  Cer¬ 
tain  foods  carry  restrictions  as  to 
quantity;  therefore,  it  is  necessary 
to  check  with  local  post  office  of¬ 
ficials  if  food  is  sent. 

Packages  mailed  to  Yugoslavia 
must  have  one  parcel  post  sticker. 
Form  2922,  and  one  customs  dec¬ 
laration,  Form  2966;  must  net 
waigh  more  tivan  44  pounds;  must 
not  be  more  than  72  inches  In 
length  and  girth;  must  be  packed 
in  good,  strong,  corrugated  boxes. 
The  cost  is  $0.23  for  the  first  pound 
and  15  cents  for  each  additional 
pound.  Mark  the  outside  of  the  box 
clearly:  Gift  (Poklon).

Instead  of  remember-  r 
ing  liur  Lord’s  resurrection  once  a  t 
year,  we  believe  it  should  be  con-  > 

stantly  remembered. 

Along  with  many  other  evan-  1 
gelical  denominations.  Baptists 
hold  that  the  changing  of  the 
Christian  day  of  worship  from  the 
seventh  day  of  the  week,  or  the 
Jewish  Sabbath,  to  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  was  preeminently  for 
the  pur|K>se  of  celebrating  our 
Lord’s  resurrection  fifty-two  times 
H  year  rather  than  on  one  day. 

Easter  as  a  once  a  year  celebra¬ 
tion  means  little  to  us  but  we  do 
glory  in  the  resurrection. 

The  resurrection  of  Christ  was 
the  climax  of  his  life  and  the  high 
sim it  of  his  glory.  It  was  the  major 
theme  of  Paul’s  preaching  and  the 
main  subject  of  his  faith.  And  to 
iis  it  is  the  cornerstone  of  our  faith. 
For,  if  Christ  be  not  risen  we  have 
no  hope,  no  faith,  no  Lord.  Of  all 
men.  we  are  most  miserable. 

But  we  glory  in  the  Resurrection 
for  it  is  a  majestic  display  of  div¬ 
ine  (lower.  Many  evidences  make- 
u  s  certain  of  the  resurrection. 
Among  them  are:  (1)  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  God’s  work;  (2)  the  tes¬ 
timony  of  human  witnesses  who 
saw  him  after  the  resurrection; 
(it)  the  testimony  of  our  friends 
who  have  known  him  as  Lord  and 
Saviour;  (4)  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  Christ  himself;  (5)  the  tes¬ 
timony  of  our  own  experience  for 
whereas  we  once  were  blind  but 
now  we  see. 

If  Christ  lie  not  risen;  we  can 
have  no  confidence  in  the  Bible/ 
T  h  e  resurrection  i  s  mentioned 
more  than  one  hundred  times.  If 
He  be  not  risen  not  only  are  we 
most  miserable,  but  God’s  word 
loses  its  authority. 

If  Christ  be  not  risen,  we  lose  all 
Romans  1:4  it  is  expressly  stated 
confidence  in  Christ  himself.  In 
that  Christ  was  “declared  to  lie  the 
Son  of  God  with  power  by  the  res¬ 
urrection  of  the  dead.”  Christ 
claimed  divine  knowledge,  divine 
power,  and  divine  authority.  When 
asked  for  proof  of  his  equality 
willi  the  Father  He  said  that  His 
bodily  resurrection  would  be  the 
proof.  _ 

Mis  death  is  without  efficacy  for 
°ur  sins.  The  Scripture  declares. 
“He  wus  raised  for  our  JUSTIFI¬ 


CATION”.  If  He  was  not  raised 
how  are  we  justifies!? 

If  Christ  be  not  risen,  we  have 
no  hope  for  a  future  life.  It  was 
Christ  who  said,  “Because  I  live, 
ye  shall  live  also.”  But  if  his  resur¬ 
rection  claim  is  false  our  ho|»es  for 
eternal  life  are  taken  away,  death’s 
venomous  sting  is  triumphant  and 
the  grave  becomes  dark  with  ter- 


If  Christ  bo  not  risen  we  lose 
every  hope  of  seeing  our  loved 
ones  who  have  gone  on  liefore;  no 
longer  can  w-e  look  at  the  lowering 
casket  and  have  a  triumphant 
ho|io.  We  can  only  know  that 
death  ends  all.  We  can  no  longer 
chisel  letters  of  love  and  hope  on 
shafts  of  stone,  for  death  becomes 
a  purposeless  journey  on  a  road 
whose  only  gate  is  black  despair. 

If  Christ  lie  not  resurrected,  the 
apostles  were  false  witnesses,  the 
Bilde  a  fraud,  Christ  a  hoax,  God 
an  impostor,  preachers  perjurers, 
prayer  pure  mockery,  Christian 
hope  valueless,  our  own  testimony 
untrue  and  our  sins  still  stand  vs. 


As  Christians  we  have  a  share  in 
His  glorious  resurrection.  We,  too, 
can  be  risen  w  ith  Christ  in  at  least 
three  ways.  First,  ours  w  ill  be  a 
victorious  life,  for  “Greater  is  he  ' 
that  is  in  you  than  he  that  is  in  the 
work!”  (I  John  LIB);  secondly, 
it  will  be  an  abundant  life;  thirdly, 
it  will  be  a  heavenly  life.  The  res¬ 
urrection  is  the  living  reality  and 
the  HEART  of  our  salvation. 

As  I)r.  Charles  Reynolds  Brown 
well  says,  “  If  death  ends  life, 
what  is  the  world  but  an  e'er- 
yawning  grave  in  which  the  loving 
God  buries  his  children  with  hope¬ 
less  sorrow,  mocking  at  once  their 
love  and  hope  and  every  attitude 
of  His  own  nature?  Divine  as  well 
as  human  love  has  but  one  symbol 
in  language — forever.”  The  Resur¬ 
rection  message  brings  such  hope 
as  we  declare  again  and  again  that 
“He  is  risen!” 

Every  Sunday  sliould  be  a  resur¬ 
rection  day  for  the  Christian  and 
so  should  the  other  si  xdays  of  the 
week.  The  Resurrection  has  a  mes¬ 
sage  for  every  believer.  It  is  tlie 
message  of  eternal  life.  It  is  the 
message  of  the  hojie  of  lieaven;  the 
liope  of  seeing  again  our  loved  ones 
who  have  died  in  Christ. 

To  Christians  every  day  is  East¬ 
er.  The  Easter  hope  should  give 
light  and  confidence  to  even’  day 
of  our  life.  The  old  saints  used  to 
say,  “Menento  more”  (Remember 
that  you  are  to  die  )  But  Easter 


has  a  better  word,  “Remember  you 
are  to  live.”  Death  is  a  certainty 
for  all.  Every  life  however  healthy 
and  strong  is  certain  to  end  in  the 
grave.  But  for  Christians  “death  is 
swallowed  up  in  victory.”  We  need 
the  resurrection  hope  to  guide  us 
in  our  daily  living,  to  give  us  quiet¬ 
ness  and  confidence.  Foster  stands 
for  God’s  (lower  over  death  and 
ALSO  for  the  gift  of  love.  Easter 
should  be  a  daily  experience  with 
us.  Each  day  we  should  die  to  sin, 
die  to  the  old  doubts,  fears,  selfish¬ 
ness  and  disloyalty  to  God.  Each 
day  we  should  be  rseurrected  anew 
by  God’s  grace  and  goodness  to  a 
life  of  faith,  devotion,  patience, 
peace  and  love.  Every  day,  Easter 
and  others  is  the  Christian’s  Easter 
day,  telling  the  glad  story  of  our 
risen,  liven  and  reigning  Lord. 

Let  our  faith  in  the  I-ord,  Jesus 
Christ,  lie  such  that  we  can  say  as 
Lord  Tennyson  said,  “I  hope  to 
see  mv  pilot  face  to  face  when  I 
have  crossed  the  bar.” 

AND  may  we  join  our  beloved 
apostle  Paul  in  saying.  “For  me  to 
live  is  Christ  ami  to  die  is  gain.

Prohibition  Repeal 
Succeeds  In  Georgia? 

1  The  liquor  lobbyists  as  well  as 
the  liquor  lovers  seem  to  take  de¬ 
light  in  making  the  false  claim 
that  legalizing  liquor  would  solve 
the  Jiquor  problem.  Before  a  com¬ 
mittee  meeting  of  the  Mississippi 
legislature  two  years  ago  wc  chal¬ 
lenged  either  the  liquor  lobbyists 
or  any  member  of  the  committee 
to  show  us  one  state  where  condi¬ 
tions  are  better  under  legal  liquor 
than  they  were  when  liquor  was 
illegal.  So  far,  no  one  has  come 
forth  with  any  evidence. 

We  quote  the  following  figures 
of  the  Georgia  State  Highway  Pa¬ 
trol  by  way  of  the  CLARION  LED¬ 
GER:  “1851  drinking  drivers  fig¬ 
ured  in  2.861  automobile  accidents 
which  resulted  in  176  deaths.” 

The  Mississippi  Highway  Patrol 
reports  that  there  were  only  324 
accidents  in  Mississippi  in  which 
liquor  was  involved. 

(Veorgia  has  approximately  one- 
third  more  population  than  Missis¬ 
sippi.  On  a  population  basis,  Mis¬ 
sissippi  should  have  bail  1,906  such 
accidents  in  comparison  with 
Georgia’s  2.861.  A  difference  of 
1,906  and  the  actual  321  accidents 
is  eye-opening. 

We  still  want  to  know  of  just 
one  instance  where  legalized  liquor 
has  helped  conditions.

And 
when  mortality  manifests  itself  in 
the  case  of  any  man,  that  man  is 
gone  from  the  ways  of  men  for¬ 
ever.

I  am  glad  that  the  Lord 
did  dissipate  this  doubt  and  unbe¬ 
lief  by  appearing  to  person  after 
person  on  occasion  after  occasion, 
till  all  His  followers  became  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  veritable  fact  of  His 
resurrection.

Harmony  Church  To  Erect  Modern  Church 


An  eight  days’  revival  at  First 
j  Church,  Hattiesburg,  was  the  clos- 
1  ing  event  of  Church  Loyalty 
Month.  There  were  38  additions  to 
the  church.  Dr.  E.  Gibson  Davis, 
pastor  of  First  Church,  Kingsport, 
Tennessee,  was  the  preacher;  Rev. 
Dick  Shurtz,  Dallas,  Texas,  led  the 
singing.

Assuming  that  the  pastor  favor¬ 
ed  the  organizing  of  the  Brother¬ 
hood  and  that  the  church  authoriz¬ 
ed  it  and  elected  its  officers,  then 
the  following  steps  are  of  vital  im¬ 
portance  in  assuring  its  successful 
operation.

Fourth  Step:  Make  plans  for  next 
meeting;  (a)  arrange  good  pro¬ 
grams,  and  (b)  include  period  for 
introducing  the  Brotherhood  offi¬ 
cers  and  {he  duties  of  their  offices. 

Fifth  Step:  Study  Brotherhood 
enrollment  cards  and  make  pros¬ 
pect  list  for  new  members. 

Sixth  Step:  Discuss  possible 
Brotherhood  activities  and  plan  ini¬ 
tial  program  of  work  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  for  adoption  at  next  regu¬ 
lar  meeting. 

Seventh  Step:  Instruct  secretary 
to  secure  Brotherhood  Journals 
(copy  for  each  man  enrolled  in  or¬ 
ganization)  and  Record  Book.  Or¬ 
der  these  materials  from  Baptist 
Brotherhood  Commission,  1548  Pop¬ 
lar  Avenue,  Memphis,  Tennessee). 

Eighth  Step:  Plan  for  group 
study  erf  the  Brotherhood  Guide¬ 
book  by  officers  and  others  who 
may  wish  to  participate.  (Guide- 
book  available  through  Baptist 
Book  Store). 

Ninth  Step:  Instruct  secretary  to 
notify  state  Brotherhood  depart¬ 
ment  of  complete  organization. 

Tenth  Step:  Make  plans  for  fi¬ 
nancing  the  Brotherhood,  i.  e.,  cost 
of  Journals,  other  Brotherhood  lit¬ 
erature,  promotional  projects,  and 
meals  (if  served). 

Eleventh  Step:  Set  time  for  regu¬ 
lar  monthly  executive  committee 
meetings. 

Twelfth  Step:  Instruct  member¬ 
ship  vice-president  to  acquaint  the 
church  membership  concerning  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  Brotherhood. 

Thirteenth  Step:  Make  plans  to 
advertise  next  regular  meeting. 

Fourteenth  Step:  Select  chair¬ 
man  and  form  committees  to  car¬ 
ry  on  program  of  activities,  if  this 
has  not  been  done. 

Fifteenth  Step:  The  president 
should  make  a  Brotherhood  report 
at  every  regular  business  meetings 
of  the  church.  *

Perkins  Will  Go  To 
West  Point  Pastorate 


Baptist  Hour  Coverage  Growi 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS)  - 
Religious  Temperance  leaders  ex¬ 
pressed  keen  disappointment  here 
when  the  Senate  Interstate  and 
Foreign  Commerce  Commission 
voted  76  against  reporting  to  the 
floor  a  bill  to  ban  liquor  advertis¬ 
ing  from  radio  and  television. 

The  measure  sponsored  by  Sen¬ 
ators  Edwin  C.  Johnson  (D-Col), 
chairman  of  the  committee  and 
Francis  Case  (R.  S.  D.),  would  not 
have  affected  beer  advertising.  Al¬ 
though  liquor  advertising  is  car¬ 
ried  on  only  a  few  radio  stations 
at  present  and  on  none  of  the  ma¬ 
jor  television  networks,  the  meas¬ 
ure  was  fought  bitterly  by  distillery 
interests  and  was  opposed  by  the 
broadcasters. 

(Editor’s  Note:  We  think  they 
fought  it  because  they  plan  as  soon 
as  possible  to  advertise  liquor  Also 
note  that  the  way  the  various  sen¬ 
ators  voted  was  kept  secret.  Evi¬ 
dently,  some  of  them  are  ashamed 
of  the  way  they  voted.) 

Bishop  Wilbur  E.  Hammaker  of 
the  Methodist  Board  of  Temper¬ 
ance  said: 

“We  lacked  enough  letters  from 
the  people  back  home.  If  we  had 
had  just  10,000  letters  to  match  the 
organized  campaign  put  on  by  the 
distilleries  we  would  have  carried 
the  day  and  the  defense -sitting 
members  would  have  jumped  down 
on  our  side.  But  we  had  meager 
response. 

(Editor’s  Note:  One  reason  the 
liquor  crowd,  the  gambling  crowd 
and  various  other  advocates  of 
wrong-doing  often  get  their  wishes 
before  our  lawmaking  body  is  be 
cause  they  make  themselves 
heard). 


The  Southern  Baptist  Radio  Com¬ 
mission,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  has  an¬ 
nounced  tKat  the  Baptist  Hour  is 
now  being  heard  over  more  sta¬ 
tions  than  ever  before  in  its  his¬ 
tory.  Dr.  S.  F.  Lowe,  director  of 
the  commission,  says,  there  is 
promise  that  the  program  will  be 
on  more  than  30  stations  in  the 
very  near  future. 

“The  broadcast  is  already  being 
heard  in  25  states  and  four  foreign 
territories,”  he  says,  “and  the  de¬ 
mand  for  it  is  certainly  grow¬ 
ing." 

Dr.  Lowe  explained  that  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Hour  transcriptions  are  now 
available,  without  coat,  to  any  sta¬ 
tions  that  will  schedule  the  pro¬ 
gram  on  a  sustaining  basis,  and  to 
any  local  groups  desiring  to  spon¬ 
sor  the  broadcast  on  their  local 
station.
